PHOENIX. Aug. 24. (Exclusive)— 
The future of Acala cotton in the Galt 
River Valley appears to be in the 
balance. Determination that proper 
ginning and handling methods have 
mot been used in the valley has been 
reached by the Maricopa County Farm 
Bureau, which now is attempting to 
obtain fullest co-operation from the 
farmers, ginners and buyers.

NEW YORK, Aug. 24. (Exclusive)— 
Few people, perhaps, realize the ex- 
tent to which foreign offerings have 
figured in thie domestic new-issue 
market during the last several years 
or, as a matter of fact, since the be- 
ginning of 1921. Since that time up- 
ward of $4,000,000,000 in foreign loans 
have been sold to American investors, 
exclusive of re-funding operations, and 
| figures covering the first six months 
| of the current year indicate that the 
rapid pace of foreign financing is be- 
ing maintained. 

During the first half of 1926 the 
American investor has subscribed for 
a total of 8432,6568,200 in foreign 
securities, a figure well in excess of 
the hali-yearly average. While the 
volume of this financing remains rela- 
tively the same, there has been, how- 
ever, a distinct change in the char- 
acter of securities involved. 

This change has come about almost 
entirely in the last two years. Bor- 
rowings by foreign corporations have

been on the upgrade, and the in- 
crease in that character of offerings 
has been heavy, 


a survey in the Index, the publica- 
tion of the New York Trust Company, 
approximately 88 per cent of the for- 
eign securities ered here were et- 
ther in the form of direct obliga- 
tions for foreign governments or duly 
guaranteed by them. 

In 1925 securities of that caliber 
made up 63 per cent of the aggregate, 
and in the first half of the present 
year accounted for about 55 per cent 
of the total of foreign securities of- 
fered. 

The change noted tn the character 
of the securities offered has been par- 
ticularly marked in the case of Ger- 
man issues. Financing originating in 
Germany so far this year has ac- 
counted for something more than 27 
per cent of the total of all European 
loans offered in the United States. 

Back in 1924 only about 9 per cent 
of the German loans floated in that

year this proportion increased 
to 55 per cent, and in the first halt 
of 1926 corporate loans have consti- 
tuted 67 per cent of the total of Ger- 
man loans floated here. 

Probably surprising is the fact that 
Canada has been the largest contrib- 
utor among foreign countries to the 
American issue market this year. 
While it might have been expected 
that some European country would 
hold that position, statistics reveal 
that Canadian offerings accounted for 
318 per cent of the total of foreign 
securities offered here, compared with 
32.6 per cent for all of Europe, with 
Germany contributing 27.3 per cent 
of the last-mentioned figure. 

Figures compiled by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce at the end of July 
reveal the total of American invest- 
ments abroad at the end of June was 
$10,989,000,000. Of that total $4,751,- 
000,000 was in government-guaranteed 
obligations, and the balance, $6,238,- 


000,000. in corporate securities.

SOVIET EXAMPLE 
Government ownership and operation 
of all means of production and distribution 
is the basic theory of Marxian Socialism, a 
theory that was accepted only a few years 
ago by many economists as an improvement 
over what was termed the capitalistic plan 
and by the masses of manual workers 
everywhere. Theories that are untested, 
however, are only conversation, more or 
less idle speculation. It is only when the 
acid test of actual performance has been 
applied that one can determine whether 
they represent a progress or a decadence. 

Government ownership of the means of 
production and distribution has been in op- 
eration in Russia for eight years. The so 
viet rule extends over more than one-eighth 
of the land surface of the earth and a pop2- 
lation of about 150,000,000. The rule has 
been absolute. The power and authority 
of the government has been supreme. The 
theory has been tested in about every pos- 
sible form; and the Russian experiment 
has proved beyond a reasonable doubt that 
a government cannot operate an industry 
as economically or efficiently as private in- 
terests. 

The government press of Russia now al- 
ternately storms at the workers and pleads 
with them. It accuses them of idleness and 
inefficiency and pleads with them to pro- 
duce more per unit, lest the whole revolu- 
tion be swept aside and a capitalistic sys- 
tem be set up in its place. 

The following extract from the official 
economic organ of the soviet government, 
Economicheskaya Zhizn, discloses some of 
the conditions directly traceable to min- 
gling government and industry: 

The growing lack of discipline among 
our workmen leads to most undesirable 
results. Thus, for instance, the actual 
cost of production of some of our gov- 
ernment trusts is millions above the fig- . 
ures officially shown. Excessive drink- 
ing, careless work, frequent absence of 
a high per cent of workmen from the 
factories affect the quantity of the 

turned out and may obstruct all 

velopment of our industries. 

hy some of the government 
trusts are ‘working at a loss. 

When the government press confesses 80 
much it is not difficult to determine that 
industry in Russia under soviet rule 1s 
stumbling from one fall to another. Bu- 
reaucracies begin by being lazy, for the in- 
cumbents owe their positions to political 
favor, not to actual merit; and to laziness 
is added incompetency; and to incompeten- 
cy corruption. 

The government industries are operating 
at a loss, which must be made up in forced 
taxes. And, despite this loss, the retailers 
can buy manufactured products much 
cheaper from private producers than from 
the government. By reason of the high 
cost of production Russia can sell none of 
its mapufactured products outside the coun- 
try, where they must meet foreign compe- 
tition; and the government now maintains 
a department to hold in check bootlegging 
in industry which costs more annually than 
the prohibition enforcement department of 
our Federal government. 

The government .organ quoted above 
makes some disclosures along this line, as 
the following extract attests: 

The economic situation of the soviet 
union depends entirely upon the lower- 
ing of retail prices. As long as the 
prices are high the peasants neither 
sel] their grain nor purchase anything. 

If this problem is not solved before the 

forthcoming harvest we will not be 

able to sell any grain abroad. There- 
fore, our industrial institutions must 
supply in a legal manner private retail- 
ers with manufactured products. But 
these private retailers and capitalists 
must comply with all conditions im- 
upon them. If they continue to 
get merchandise through illegal sources 

it must be treated as speculation witb 

all consequences entailing it. Sever- 

est measures must be taken not only 
against those who sell goods illegally, 
but also against those who buy them. 

The simple truth of the situation is that 
the peasants can buy manufactured articles 
made by private industry cheaper than they 
can buy those produced in the government 
institutions. These government institutions 
make the cost of living higher. They can- 
not compete on equal terms with private 
industry. Yet to abandon them is to aban- 
don the whole theory of Marxian Social 


ism. 

Results achieved on a colossal scale in 
Russia are but repetitions of those experi- 
enced in every community that has expert- 
mented with government ownership and 
operation of industry. The government bu- 
reaucracies have never shown the efficiency 
of private industrial management, and the 
waste is many times the profit that accrues 
to successful directors of private industry. 
As an object lesson demonstrating how 
a civilization can be destroyed the Russian 
revolution is well worth the study of other 
peoples. It has proven on a gigantic scale 
that politicians have no business sense and 
that the less government interferes with 
the actual operation of industry the better.
